WILLIAM CLIFF PEARCE, Educator of Chicago, HI. 
He was bom May 4, 1864, in Hutsonville, III. He received 
the degree of M.A. from Union Christian College, Merom, 
Ind. Since 1889 he has been engaged in Sunday School or* 
ganization work; in 1891-1900 was field worker of the Illi- 
nois State Sunday School Association ; for two years general 
secretary of Cook County Sunday School Association. He 
has been teacher training superintendent, superintendent of 
the adult department, associate general secretary and since 
1916 has been educational superintendent of the Interna- 
tional Sunday School Association ; and iti 1916 field super- 
intendent and dean of the Training School.

EDWIN SIBLEY WEBSTER, Electrical Engineer. 
He was bom Aug. 26, 1867, in Boston, Mass. In 1888 he 
graduated from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
He is a member of the firm of Stone and Webster ; director 
of Stone and Webster Engineering Corporation, Stone and 
Webster Management Association and many other corpor- 
ations.

GEORGE CLEMENT PERKINS, Statesman of Calif.

He was bom Feb .11, 1860, in Scott County, Va. He was 
educated at Kingsley Acaedmy, Tenn. He is president of 
Knoville Nursery Company, Southern Nursery Company, 
Winchester, Tenn.; HaJe-McLeod Oil Company and other 
corporations. He is president of the American Association 
of Nurserymen; and a member of the Southern Nursery- 
men's Association. He has been a member of the Tennessee 
House of Representatives ; the State Senate ; in 1902 a can- 
didate for Congress ; has been a member of the fifty-ninth 
and sixtieth Congresses, second Tennessee District; and in 
1908-12 a member of the Republican National Committee. 

WILBUR FISK STONE, Lawyer and Author of Denver.

In 1880 he entered the Methodist Episcopal ministry; was 
pastor in Kansas, Iowa and South Dakota from 1880-89 ; and 
m 1889-97 was president of Black Hills College, Hot Springs, 
S.D. Served pastorates in Kansas City, Mo., and Herkimer, 
N.Y.; in 1901-12 was professor; and for six years president 
of Iowa Wesleyan University; since 1910 counsellor to col- 
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leges and univendtieB; and is ooimsellor of the American 
University and the Board of Education of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. Jn 1904 was a delegate to the General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, Los Angeles, 
reserve delegate of Baltimore in 1908 ; and delegate to the 
Ecumenical Methodist Conference, Toronto in 1911. He is a 
member of the University, and Hawkeye Fellowship Clubs.

He was principal of a business college and academy at Free- 
port, m.; professor of Rock River University, Dixon, 111.; 
principal of Dixon Business College and Academy ; in 1879- 
84 superintendent of schools, Pittsf ield, HI ; founded in 1884 
and has since been president of Ferris Institute. He is pres- 
ident of Big Rapids Savings Bank. In 1892 he was democrar 
tic candidate for Congress ; in 1904 a candidate for governor 
of Michigan ; elected for the terms 1913-14 and 1915-16. 

RICHARD ORME FLINN, Clergyman of Atlanta, Ga. 
He was bom Aug. 8, 1870, in Milledgeville, Ga. He was ed- 
ucated at Southwestern Presbsrterian University and Co- 
lumbia Theological Seminary. He was ordained to the Pres- 
b3rterian ministry and is first and only pastor of the North 
Avenue Presbjrterian Church. In 1896 he was commissioner 
to the Presbyterian Council, Glasgow, Scotland; for two 
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years secretary of the Systematic Beneficence Conunittee of 
the General Assembly of the Presbytrian Church of United 
States; was vice-chairman of the Campaign Committee of 
the same Assembly; and was chairman of the Programme 
Committee of the Four Assembly's meeting in Atlanta and 
host to the Assembly of the Fl^sbsrterian Church in the 
United States. He is chairman of the General Assembly's 
Committee of Evangelism of the Pr^sbjrterian Church, in 
United States; the Synodical Committee of Home Missions 
and Evangelism ; a member of the General Assembly's Com- 
mittee of Home Missions, a member of the Executive Coun- 
cil of the Commission on Evangelism of Atlanta Presbsrtery, 
a member of the Board of trustees of Thomwell Orphanage, 
of Clinton, S.C. and of the Mountain Retreat Association. 

Wn^LIAM NIVEN, Mineralogist of Mexico City, Mex. 
He was bom Oct. 6, 1850, in Bellshill, Lanarkshire, Scotland. 
He was educated in the common schools and came to the 
United States in 1879. He is engaged in mineralogical in- 
vestigations ; engaged in archaeological investigations in the 
Valley of Mexico with consent of the National Museum of 
Mexico. In 1889 he discovered three new minerals in Llano 
County, and the new mineral aguilarite, at Guanajuato, 
Mexico in 1891; discovered remains of prehistoric city or 
nation, hundreds of square miles in extent, in the State of 
Guerrero, Mex. ; also discovery of buried prehistoric city be- 
neath the Valley of Mexico in 1911. In 1884-85 he was as- 
sistant commissioner of Arizona to New Orleans Exposition ; 
is life member of the American Museum of Natural History ;

THOMAS DIXON LOCKWOOD, Electrical Expert 
He was bom Dec. 80, 1848, in Smethwick, Staffordshire, 
England. He was educated in the common schools; and 
learned electrical engineering. He has learned and practiced 
telegraphy in Canada; made paper at Lee, Mass., also plate 
glass at Indiana; worked on railroads at Connecticut and 
New Jersey ; and telegraph operator and ticket agent to the 
locomotive engineer. Since 1879 he has been in service of the 
American Bell Telephone Company; and is general patent 
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attorney for the American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany. He is patent solicitor, expert in electrical inventions 
before patent office and United States Ck>iirte ; and an au- 
thority on telephony and telegraphy. He is a member of the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers, London ; f o]:eign life fel- 
low of the Imperial Institute, of London ; life member of the 
American Institute of Electrical Engineers ; honorary mem- 
ber of the National Electric light Association, the Associ- 
ation of Railroad Telegraph Superintendente, Canadian Elec- 
trical Association and other organizations.

Symphony Orchestra Association; Colorado Branch of the 
Archaeological Institute of America and Colorado Yale As- 
sociation. He is a member of the University, Denver, Lake- 
wood Country, Denver Country, Cheyenne Mountain Coun- 
try, Colorado Springs Golf, Yale, National Golf links of 
America and other clubs. 

GRACE GALLATIN SETON, Writer and Book Designer. 
She was bom in Sacramento, Cal.; was educated in Packer 
Collegiate Institute, Brooklyn. In 1894 she began newspaper 
work in Paris, France ; contributed local notes and historical 
sketches to The Examiner, Chronicle and Call, San Francis- 
co, and magazines in London, Paris and New York; began 
making books in 1897, designing covers, title pages and gen- 
eral book make-up. She is president of the Pen and Brush 
Club ; chief pioneer of the Girl Pioneers ; and a member of 
the Lyceum, Colony, MacDowell, Woman's Press and Wed- 
nesday afternoon Clubs ; a member of the National Institute 
of Social Sciences and Woman's Auxiliary New York Peace 
Society. She is New York delegate of the League American 
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Pen Women; vice-president of Connecticut Woman's Suf- 
frage Association ; chairman of the art publicity council of 
the National American Woman Suffrage Association; and 
trustee of Montessori Association. She is the author of A

HENRY WOODHOUSE, Founder of New York City. 
He was bom June 21, 1884, in Turin, Italy. He was educated 
in the high schools of Turin, Italy ; later studied in various 
cities of Europe and in New York City. He is actively in- 
terested in aeronautics since boyhood and early began wri- 
ting on the subjects; came to America in 1904. He is a 
founder of the National Aeroplane Fund; is a permanent 
delegate to the Conference Committee on National Prepared- 
ness, and was one of the committee of one thousand appoint- 
ed by Mayor Mitchel of New York. In 1915 he founded the 
Aerial Age, a weekly and the Aeronautic Library, and is 
president of the Aerial Age Company, Inc., the Fljdng As- 
sociation, Inc., The Aeronautic Photo and News Service. He 
is a member of the Aeronautic Library Association, Aero 
Club of America, of which he is governor; The National 
Aerial Coast Patrol Commission ; Society of Automobile En- 
gineers, the Economic Club, the National Arts Club, the 
National Geographical Society and various other organizar 
tions and clubs. He is founder of the American Academy of 
Political and Social Science, and one of the founders of the 
Pan-American Aeronautic Federation. In 1916 he was a 
delegate to the second Pan-American Scientific Congress. 

JOHN HENRY PAGE,. Navy Officer of Washmgton, D.C. 
He was bom March 26, 1842, in New Castle, Del. He was 
educated in Italy and France ; and was a student of North- 
western University. He served as private of the Chicago 
Light Artillery; was appointed second lieutenant of the 
third United States Infantry and first lieutenant in 1862; 
was promated to the various ranks and was brevetted brig- 
adier-general of the United States Army. He was brevetted 
captain in 1862 for gallant and meritorious services in the 
battle of Fredericksburg, Va. ; and major in 1863 for same

He is 
president of the Medico-Chirurgical College and Hospital ; a 
member of the Advisory Board of Hahnemann Medical Col- 
lege and Hospital; manager of the Pennsylvania Working 
Home for Blind Men and a director of the Genealogical So- 
ciety of Pennsylvania. He is a member of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences, the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, 
Franklin Institute, the American Association for the Ad- 
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vancement of Science, the Numismatic and Antiquarian So- 
ciety, the Photographic Society, and various other organ- 
izations. He is also a member of the University, Raquet, Art 
and Penn, Philadelphia Country, Union League, Corinthian 
Yacht and other clubs ; and a member of the Society of Co- 
lonial Wars, Colonial Society of Pennsylvania and the So- 
ciety of Sons of the Revolution. 

CARLOS EVERETT CONANT, Educator and Author. 
He was bom Nov. 27, 1870, in Cabot, Vt. He received the 
degrees of A.B. and A.M. from Lawrence College , Ph.D. in 
1911 from the University of Chicago; also attended the 
University of Minnesota. He has been professor of lan- 
guages at Chaddock College; associate professor of Latin 
and German at Benzonia College; professor of Greek and 
Latin at Lincoln University; and instructor of Latin and 
German at Kalamazoo College and Washburn College. In 
1901-04 he was supervising teacher of the Buieau of Edu- 
cation at the Philippine Islands; and a translator of books 
into Bisaya and Ibanag; and in 1904-07 government trans- 
lator and interpreter of Spanish and native languages, at 
Manila. He was a fellow in Sanskrit and comparative phil- 
ology at the University of Chicago also a lecturer in Indo- 
nesian philology; and since 1912 has been professor of 
modem languages at the University of Chicago. He is a 
member of the American Oriental Society, Vermont Histor- 
ical Society, American Dialect Society, Spanish-American 
Athenaeum, Phi Beta Kappa and other organizations. He is 
the author of The Pepet Law in Philippine Languages, and 
is a contributor to philological journals. 

WILUAM WIRT KIMBALL, Navy Officer of D. C. 
He was bom Jan. 9, 1848, in Paris, Maine. In 1869 he grad- 
uated from the United States Naval Academy. In 1870 he 
was promoted ensign and served the various grades until 
1908 when he became rear-admiral. He served on N. and S. 
Atlantic, European, Asiatic and Pacific stations; in 1870 
was a member of the first class of officers at the Torpedo 
Station. He assisted in the capture of American steamers 
in the Orinoco in 1872; torpedo officer of the first two tor- 
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pedo craft of the Navy in 1874 ; engaged in the development 
of magazine and machine guns in the early 80's; and de- 
signed, constructed and operated the first armed cars used 
by United States forces and assisted in occupation of Isth- 
mus of Panama. He reported to Congress progress of work 
on the Panama Canal; executive officer at Detroit in the 
affair of Enchadas in Rio Harbor ; engaged in the develop- 
ment of submarine boats; and organized the first torpedo 
boat flotilla of the United States Navy, and conmiissioned 
Atlantic Torpedo Boat Flotilla in war with Spain. In 1910 
he was retired from active duty; was awarded a medal for 
second action at Matanzas bar for Santiago, and a medal for 
the Spanish-American War. He is a member of the Loyal 
Legion Society, Society of American Wars, National Geo- 
graphical Society; also the Metroi>olitan, Aero and New 
York Yacht Clubs. He is a contributor to various magazines. 

MILO JESSE BOWMAN, Educator of Valparaiso, Ind. 
He was bom July 1, 1874, in Madison, Ind. He graduated 
from Madison High School ; Hanover College, the University 
of Chicago and Indianapolis College of Law; and received 
the degrees of A.B., A.M. and LL.B. In 1897-1901 he was 
principal of Madison High School; practiced law at Indian- 
apolis four years; in 1905-07 was assistant state law librar- 
ian; and since 1907 dean of the Department of Law, Val- 
paraiso University. He is a member of Phi Delta Theta ; 
is a Mason, Odd Felllow, Elk and Woodman. 

CLARENCE JULIAN OWENS, Banker of Riverdale, Md. 
He was bom July 4, 1877, in Augusta, Ga. He received the 
degrees of A.B. and S.C. from the Educational Institute; 
A.M. from Columbian University in 1900; LL.D. from Ark- 
ansas Normal College in 1902; and attended Cornell Uni- 
versity. He was professor of English and president of 
Orangeburg College; president of Sumter Military Acad- 
emy in 1903-06; president of Southeast Alabama Agricul- 
tural College; commissioner of agriculture, secretary and 
treasurer and since 1912 managing director to the Southern 
Commercial Congress, Washington. He is vice-president of 
the Washington and Southern Bank; president of Ftince 
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Georges Bank, and the Chinese American Products Ex- 
change Company. In 1913 he was appointed by President 
Wilson a member commissioned for the study of rural 
credits in Europe; assembled, and director-general of the 
American commission for the study of agricultural cooper* 
ation in Europe. He is vice-president of Albama Educational 
Association ; and in 1909-11 was commander-in-chief of the 
United Sons Confederate Veterans. He is a member of the 
Association; and managing director of the American Trade 
Retention Bureau. He is a lecturer on historical and other 
subjects. 

LEWIS P. ROSS, Merchant, Manufacturer and Banker. 
He was bom Jan. 80, 1848, in Tuscarora, N. Y. He was edu- 
cated in country schools. Since 1865 he has been a wholesale 
dealer in boots until his death in 1915. He was president of 
P. A. Field Shoe Company, George H. Snow Company ; chief 
partner in G. E. Thing and Company, wholesale boots and 
shoes, Buffalo; president of the Fidelity Trust Company; 
director of the Lincoln National Bank, Rochester; Flower 
City Hotel Company; and a member of the firm F. M. 
Hodgson, shoe manufacturers of Haverhill, Mass. He wasr 
one of the organizers, third president and since 1888 trustee 
of Rochester Chamber of Commerce. He has been president 
of the Board of Trustees of the University of Rochester; 
director of Mechanics' Listitute of Rochester, General Hos- 
pital, etc. He was a member of Genesee Valley and Country 
Clubs, at Rochester, N. Y. 

ELMER BURRTTT BRYAN, Educator and Author, N.Y. 
He was bom April 28, 1865, in Van Wert, Ohio. He gradu- 
ated from Indiana State Normal School, Harvard and Clark 
Universities; in 1898 received the degree of A.B. from 
Indiana University; and in 1905 LL.D. from Franklin Col- 
lege. For ten years he was a teacher in common and high 
schools in Indiana; was principal of Kokomo High School; 
teacher in the Manual Training High School, Indianapolis; 
professor of social and educational science at Butler Col- 
lege; assistant professor of pedagogy and associate profes- 
sor at Indiana University. He was principal and general 
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superintendent of education at the Insular Normal School, 
Philippine Islands; professor of educational and social psy- 
chology at Indiana University; and since 1909 has been 
president of Colgate University. He received a gold medal 
and diploma from the Philippine Exposition for an Educa- 
tional Exhibit; and is a member of the National Education- 
al Association. He is the author of The Basis of Practical 
Teaching, Fundamental Facts for the Teacher; and is a con- 
tributor to educational publications. 

HAROLD NEWBOLD LAWRIE, Mining Geologist. 
He was bom March 9, 1888, in New York. He received a 
a military education; graduated from Montclair Military 
Academy ; and was a student at (Columbia University, School 
of Mines. Worked at manual labor underground, prospect- 
ing in Uupqua Forest Reserve, Ore. ; made topographic re- 
connoissance survey of S. Uupqua Reserve and presented 
map to the United States Geological Survey ; and since 1907 
has been in mine examination and laboratory business at 
Portland, Ore. He was active in securing passage of laws 
establishing and maintaing Oregon Bureau of Mines and 
Geology; and in 1918-16 was chairman of the Bureau; ac- 
tive in matters pertaining to National Legislation regulat- 
ing the development of the Natural Resources of the United 
States and Alaska. He is a member of the American Insti- 
tute of Mining Engineers, American Mining Ck>ngress, the 
America Association for the Advancement of Science, Nar 
tional Geographic Society, Oregon Academy of Sciences ; and 
Theta Delta Chi Fraternity. 

GEORGE FRANKLIN EDMUNDS, Statesman of CaUf . 
He was bom Feb. 1, 1828, in Richmond, Vt. He was edu- 
cated under private tutors; received the degrees of A.M., 
LL.D. from the University of Vermont; and attended Trini- 
ty and Dartmouth Colleges. He was asked to be judge of 
the Supreme Court of Vermont; and as judge for the Second 
Judicial District of the United States, also declined. In 1877 
he was a member of the Electoral Commission; author of 
the Act of 1882 for suppression of polygamy in Utah and 
disfranchisement of those who practice it, known as Ed- 
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munds Act; also of the anti-trust law of 1890. He was a 
member of Vermont House of Representatives ; member and 
president of Vermont Senate ; in 1866-91 United States sen- 
ator and resigned. He was president pro tem of the United 
States Senate during presidency of General Arthur; was a 
leader in Senate in the Republican side ; and was nominated 
for president at the National Republican Convention; and 
is notable as a constitutional lawyer. In 1897 he became 
chairman of the Montery Commission appointed by execu- 
tive conmiittee of the Indianapolis Monetary Conference. 

WALTER KENNEDY PATTERSON, Retired Educator. 
He was bom Aug. 18, 1844, in Bartholomew County, Ind. 
He was educated in the public schools and under the tutelage 
of his brother ; and in 1896 received the degree of A.M. from 
the University of Kentucky. He has been professor in the 
Transylvania High School; principal of Bethel Academy, 
Nicholasville, Ky., for three years; at McAffe Institute of 
Mercer County, Ky in 1878-76 ; principal of Fayette County 
Kentucky; and was principal of the Academy of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky since 1880 and resigned in 1911. Since 
1896 he has been director and since 1915 vice-president of 
the Second National Bank of Lexington. Judge H. S. Barker, 
delegated to Mr. Patterson the supervision of the erection 
of the girl's dormitory at the State Academy. In 1832 his 
father marched in a procession in Glasgow, Scotland, in 
which was carried a banner that was borne by his ancestors 
in the battle of Bothwell Brig, the scene of Monmouth's 
bloody defeat of the Covenanter in 1679. 

PRANaS JOHN BARWBLL-WALKER, Clergyman. 
He was bom Oct. 25, 1881, in London, England. Studied arts 
and theology at the University of Durham, England ; attend- 
ed Oskaloosa College, Highland University, Campbell Uni- 
versity, Muskingum College and the University of South 
Minnesota; and received the degrees of A.B., B.D., S.T.D., 
A.B., A.M., Ph.D., M.A., D.C.L., ScD., F.Ph.S. and LittD. 
He first took up pharmacy and medicine, later drugless heal- 
ing; was organist and lay preacher in 1896-1911, deacon 
later priest of the P. Episcopal Church. In 1911-15 was rec- 
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tor of the Ascension Church, Ontonagon and St. George's 
Church, Chester; and vicar of Holy Trinity Church; since 
1916 curate of St. Bartolomew's Church, Chicago. Since 
1915 he has been extension professor of Oskaloosa College 
and the University of South Minnesota; resident professor 
since 1916 of N. I. University. The founder in 1910, and 
superior general of the American Branch Guild of the Holy 
Ghost. He is a fellow of the Philosophical Society of Eng- 
land and the National Philosophical Society. 

GEORGE DICKIE OGDEN, Railway Official of Penn. 
He was bom May 16, 1868, in Homer City, Pa. He received 
his education at the Indiana Normal School and Washington 
and Jefferson College. In 1887 he entered the service of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company as freight and ticket agent ; 
was transferred to the superintendent's office as transpor- 
tation clerk of West Penn Division of that railroad ; and was 
freight and ticket agent at Butler, McKeesport, and as 
freight agent at Harrisburg. He was promoted to Division 
Freight Agent at Altoona, Pa. ; and assitant general freight 
agent at the General Offices in Philadelphia. In 1912, upon 
a change in the organization of the Company he was pro- 
moted to general freight manager, in 1916 was again ad- 
vanced to freight traffic manager of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company.

In 1900 he 
received the degree of A.B. from Augustana College; at- 
tended the Universities of Kansas and Illinois ; and received 
the degrees of A.M. and B.D. from Princeton Theological 
Seminary. In 1903 he was ordained to the Presbyterian 
ministry; has been assistant pastor of the Puritan Church, 
New York City; pastor of the First Church, Blackduck, 
Minn.; Calvary Church, St. Joseph, Mo.; at Park College 
Church, Mo. He has been professor of philosophy and edu- 
cation at Westminster College, Fulton, Mo. ; asistant in edu- 
cation of the University of Illinois; in 1914 instructor of 
the Summer School, of the University of Illinois ; and in 1915 
of the University of Virginia. In 1914-16 he was associate 
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professor of education at the University of Virginia; and 
since 1916 professor of educational psychology.

He 
was educated in private and government Latin schools ; the 
Royal Danish Navy ; and received the degree of LL.D. from 
Kapurthala Law College, India, and Odessa University, Rus- 
sia.

He made 
two trips around the world ; commanded the Holm-Nestorian 
expedition to Sian-Fu, bringing out from the far interior of 
China a two ton replica of the famous Nestorian Monument 
of A,D. 781, now as a loan in Metropolitan Museum, New

eleven other decorationij. He has lectured in various univer- 
sities, and institutions in United States, Canada and Mex- 
ico ; is the author of many papers on Far Eastern and other 
subjects; former editor of the Records of the Past; and a 
staff contributor to Petermanns Mitteilungen. He is an 
honorary, correspondinsr, a life and ordinary member of 
twenty organizations; a member of the Royal Asiatic So- 
ciety of London ; also of the Authors' Club, London and the 
Royal Yacht Club, Copenhagen. 

DAVID BERNARD VAN SLYCK, Physician of Pasadena 
He was bom March 2, 1829, in Perry, N.Y. He attended 
Caryville Collegiate Seminary ; and in 1852 received the de- 
gree of M.D. from Buffalo University Medical Department. 
In practice at New York from 1852-61 ; and was surgeon to 
the 101 New York Infantry and twenty-second New York 
Cavalry during the Civil War. Has been in Libby Prison two 
months; surgeon-in-chief of the second Brigade, third Di- 
vision, Cavalry Corps ; also Provisional Brigade ; and medical 
inspector and director of Army of the Shenandoah. For ten 
years he was in practice at Burlington, N.J.; ten years at 
Brooklyn, Mass. ; and since 1887 at Pasadena, Calif.

He is president of 
Jones, McDuf f ee and Stratton Company ; first vice-president 
of the Home Savings Bank; director of the Boston Safe 
Deposit and Trust Company ; and trustee of Mount Auburn 
Cemetery. He is chairman of the maritime commission of 
the Chamber of Commerce. He is also a member of the 
Country, Union, Algonquin, Exchange, Art, Commercial and 
Unitarian Clubs. 

CHARLES FREDERICK HERRESHOFF, Inventor. 
He was bom in 1880, in Nice, France. He was educated at 
Glasgow University, Scotland. In 1904-08 he was chief en- 
gineer of the American and British Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Bridgeport, Conn. He invented an engine to i^n by 
superheated steam, up to 800 degrees Fahrenheit; center 
control for automobile; electric switch for electric horn on 
steering gear of automobiles, etc. Is a leader in originating 
improvements on automobiles and steam yachts ; is president 

of Herreshoff Motor Company. He is designer of the Ala- 
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bama, motor yacht champion of America ; of Vim, wimier of 
Interstate races; Chickadee, winner of Association cham- 
pionship; of Vivian, winner of Hudson-Fulton Celebration 
races ; also Den, world record holder ; and other yachts that 
have been winners. He is world's record holdeir for mile 
championship. United States Navy Course, Hudson River in 
1907. He is a member of various clubs. 

GEORGE MATTHEW ADAMS, Founder and Writer. 
He was bom Aug. 23, 1878, in Saline, Mich. In 1901 he re- 
ceived the degree of Ph.B. from Ottawa University.
